Mayor H. WarfleM lmt», greet- 
ed by loud M>|dause vven ent«:- 
Ini the oounoU chamtar. took 
complete charge of Um regular 
monthly meettaog of the Town 
Council OcttAwr ith and announc- 
ed that from now on "all future 
meetings of the counoU shall be 
conducted in accordance with the 
rules of procedure" even "if it 
should become noMssary for me 
to call upon the police department 
to help malntahi order." Blandlng 
each membw of the council a copy 
of the Town Code Mayor Lseke 
advised them to study its eontenU 
and famUiarise theniselvM wdth 
the legal procediure, whieh he in- 
tended following. 

The code stipulates that the 
mayor's report should be heard 
first and at the outset of the meet- 
ing Mayor Leeke read a prepared 
statement which he said was "the 
Meyer's report" and insisted that 
the entire report be wrcad on the 
minutes. 

In his "report" Mayor Lseke cri- 
ticized the statement of Town 
Clerk R. A. Jones of Beptember 30 
issued on behalf of certain council 
members by stating that it "show- 
ed either lack of knowledge or a 
lack of regard for rules of cour- 
tesy and orderly procedure." 

"It is difficult for me to believe. 
Ueke said, "that five of the six 
town councilmen could have en- 
dorsed a statemoit that was so 
deliberately misleading and so 
completely unsupported by fact. 
Surely, you must know that there 
are too many people who are fa- 
miliar with the facts to the case; 
too many people who have attend- 
ed these council mieetings regular- 
ly and have observed the conduct 
of affairs for your charges to i^e 
given any ciedanee whatsoever. I 
want to thank ybu for having 
made s* many friends for me.

Bxplainlni that under the Am- 
erieaa system, the pattern of gov- 
ernment Is dt^fed Into three

The town council ciutomarily 
U a policy making body, not an 
administrative one," he said. "It 
was my impressitm ;irhen I took 
the oath of office as mayor of the 
town, according to the town char- 
ter and code, you wanted an ad- 
ministrative officer. Events of the 
last few months have indicated 
that you wanted a figurehead 
without a voice. 

Claims Bight to Vote 

"I have teen told by one mem- 
ber of the council that I have no 
authority to cast a vote, except in 
case of a tie. This contradicts one 
of the rules of wder of the town 
council. This rule also provides 
that the mayor diall be a member 
of the town council and shall pre. 
side at its meetings. Those who 
have been in attendance for the 
past few months may have observ- 
ed that one or two members of 
the council seem to preside at all 
meetings," he continued. 

"Now it develops, according to 
Mr. J(»es' statement that thi 
town clerk has asramed authority 
to call meetings of the council 
wttheut^ MtMnl fs^-dua preeedure, 
and to summon the mayor and the 
council to attend these mcetingb 
by sending a police officer for 
them." 



Skewi C«n et Charter 

Leake then presented Mwh mem. 
ber of the council with a copy of 
the town charter and «M>de. H« 
thra read the rules of ord«r ot 
the town eouiwil, aft«r which he 
said: "GMitlemen. after listening, 
to these rules of order. I am sure 
you w^ undentand that I have 
not been pn^perly or eorreotly 
notified of any meetinga which I 
have faUed to attend, other than 
one regular meeting and a special 
meeting early in August, when I 
was away with my family for a 
vacaUon. Most of the mttnbers of 
the town council went to Rorida 
during the last season. Few. if any 
of you have attended 11 meetings 
out of 12. Some oA you have miss- 
ed three or four." 
"Net Properly Notified" 

Leeke said that he was not prop- 
erly notified at a meeting at which 
former Police Chief Clarence E. 
Hobeck's resignation was read and 
R. E. Thompson was appointed by 
the council to succeed him, nor 
of a later meetbtg at which Mr. 
Thompson rejected the offer and 
present Police Chief Reeves E. 
Johnson was appointed. 

Meke said that the clerk of the 
council had no authority to call 
meetings and that the purpose of 
these meetings was never proper- 
ly stated. 

Leeke then discussed in detail 
the appointment pf a planning 
commission on Jime 2, saying that 
members had shown a lack of 
"knowledge and information" that 
has caused "embarrassing situa- 
tions" to arise. He pointed out 
that the planning commission ap- 
pointed at that time, had the or- 
dinance been properly enacted, 
would have had authority to nmka> 
all recommendations necessary for 
erosion controls, but that a 14-

ed by Councilman H. C. Bolt. Jr., 
to make recommendations th^ 
properly should have been made 
by the planning contmission.

Encoufage<l by sincere |i-iends 
and boosted by overwhelming ap- 
plause as he stepped to the coun- 
cil table, Mayor H. Warfield Leeke 
took complete cha.ge of the coun- 
cil meeting on Monday evening 
and presented a "report" to ciun- 
cil memliers and a packed council 
chamber which, from all appear- 
ances, so completely took the 
mem':ers present off their guard 
that they were stunned into cour- 
tesy and submission to most of 
the mayor's suggestJcns and re- 
quest. 

Realzing he had the law on his 
side, Mr. Leeke pointed out to 
council members,the irregularities 
Indulged in in carrying cut regu- 
lations as set forth in the Town 
Code and suggested a thcroilgh 
study of its contents In order to 
adhere mD:e closely to the rules 
set forth.

Monday 
nlght'a real awycmlng slmild 
convince c<mncll mraabers, at last, 
that the man whom they selected 
for mayor Is no "figurehead," and 
that he has a voice which from 
now on is going to be heard In nr 
uncertain terms by every citizen 
of the community who wlU come 
within hearing range.

A piir of oxen pulling a sled 
loaded with Christmas trees is 
featured on the 1947 Christmas 
Seals, which have arrived at the 
headquarters of theiPrincess Anne 
County Tuberculosis Association, 
Mrs. Prances M. Brickhouse. exec- 
utive secretary, has announced. 

Reminiscent of the scene in ru- 
ral America in byione years, this 
I year's Seal symbolizes the pioneer 
spiiit which enabled Americans 
to conquer a wilderness and which 
ena;les them to fight a relentless 
battle against a disease which kills 
53,000 Americans a year. 

The Seal was designed by Ray- 
mond H. Lufkln, of Tenafly, N. J., 
nationally known free lance artist 
and typographer. Mr. Lufkln be- 
gan his career at the age of nine 
when the Boston Herald publish- 
ed his pen and ink sketch. "All's 
Quiet on the Potomac." Since then 
he has done extensive work in ad- 
vertising and book illustration. 
Interested in the historical Am- 
erican scene, he is the illustratw 
and author of a life of Oeorge 
Washington. 

The 4l8t annual Christmas Seal 
Sale will be conducted throughout 
the nation from November 24th 
until Christmas. Of the money

Urging Princes Anne Couhty 
farmers to use eveiy "available 
method" to Increase feed produc- 
tion. H. W. Ozlin, county agent. 
said that Ladino clover and orch- 
ard grass seeded this month for 
grazing, hay or silige next spring 
and summer will lielp meet still 
rising feed costs. 

The Value of Ladino clover as a 
pasture crop is recognized by ma- 
nsP Restock and poultry farmers 
in this section. Andrew J. Hersh- 
berger of Lynnhaven say^ "I have 
grazed from 4Q to 45 dairy cows 
on 30 acres of Ladino clover and 
orchard grass since about April 1. 
It has reduced my feed costs by 
about 50 per cent, as the cows do 
not want other feed when the 
have lAdino." There are other 
farmers, the agent says, in all sec 
tions of the County and State who 
have had similar results. Ladino 
oontahu about ao percent mrotein, 
is very palatable, comes ba£k very 
quickly after being grazed down 
and may be used for hay or sUage 
if not needed tw grazing. 

In most sections of the State, 
fall seedlngs give better results 
than spring seedlngs. Choose a 
arm seed lied, with productive oil 
free of clods. Seed at the rate of 
2 to 3 pounds of Ladino clover to 
10 to la pounds of orchard grass 
per acre and fertilize with at least 
600 pounds of a-ia-ia at seeding 
time. The orchard grass may be 
mixed with fertUizer and drilled 'n 
with a grain drill, but thU methoa 
is not recommended for Ladino, 
as the seeding will !:e too deep. A 
satisfactory method is to mix the 
Ladino seed with fertiliser and 
broadcast on a well-prepared seed- 
bed immlbdiately after cultipack- 
ing or harrowing with a spike 
tooth harrow. The use of a culti- 
packer or roller after seeding is 
advisable if the equipment is 
available. 

In addition to Ladino, supple- 
mentary pastures of rye grass, 
crimson clover and small grains 
should be seeded for fall and win- 
ter grazing. Increase the acreage 
of oats and barley to the maxi- 
mum, since these grains may be 
harvested before next year's corn 
crop is available. Fertilize all pas- 
tures and small grains liberally 
for maximum yields. .
